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Summary of Contents. 





Overseas Trade in August. (Page 299.) 

Preliminary figures of last month’s trade show an 
increase over July in the value of imports and a 
decline in exports. As compared with August, 1928, 
however, there were moderate advances in both 
directions. For the eight completed months of 1929 
imports reveal little change from the corresponding 
period of last year, but exports of United Kingdom 
produce and manufacture have been of nearly £10 
millions greater value. 


Canadian Import Trade. (Page 300.) 

About a third of Canada’s total imports are for 
use in the various industries of the Dominion. We 
show the values oi the principal imports of all kinds 
during the last tiscal vear and, separately, the values 
of the chief commodities imported for industrial use. 


Wholesale Prices in August. (Page 301.) 


A reversion to practically the June Jevel of whole- 
sale prices is shown for August, a decline of 1-2 per 
cent. bringing the index number back to 81-7 from 
82-7 in July. The food group fell 2-9 per cent. under 
seasonal influences. For ham of last year the 
index number was 83°8.

A brief notice is given of the British Empire Trade 
Exhibition to be held at Buenos Aires in 1931. We 
would also draw attention to the lengthy list, 
arranged in chronological order, of forthcoming 
exhibitions and fairs to be held at home and over- 
seas. 





Finland’s Trade with Britain. (Page 307.) 


Included among imports into Finland from Great 
Britain during the first half of the current year were 
cereals, spinning material, textile fabrics, metals 
and metal manufactures, while the chief Finnish 
exports to Britain were timber of all kinds, paper, 
wood pulp, and dairy produce. 





New Capital Issues. (Page 308.) 


Figures for August show the usual holiday month’s 
falling off in the issues of new capital, but the total 
for the eight completed months of the year, while 
below that for the corresponding period of 1928, is 
well above January-August of either 1927 or 1926.

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NORTH MIDLAND AREA REPORT. 


The Report for 1928 of Mr. J. R. Felton, the 
Inspector in charge of the North Midland Inspection 
Division for the inspection of mines under the Coal 
Mines Act, has now bcen published.* 


The output of coal in the Division was 30 million 
tons, and the number of persons employed 121,000, 
as compared with an output of 314 million tons and 
131,300 persons employed in 1927. 


Accidents, both fatal and non-fatal, are carefully 
analysed, and in many cases brief descriptions are 
given in order to point a moral for the prevention of 
them in future. 

The Report contains a detailed analysis of accidents 
caused by falls, (i) at the face, (ii) at gate-ends and 
ripping lips; and (iii) on roads. Practical suggestions are 
made by the Inspector for bringing about a reduction in 
the number of such accidents. He calls attention to the 
Report of the Support of Workings in Mines Committee 
upon the Coalfields of the South Midlands and the South of 
Kngland, which was issued towards the end of 1928, and he 
recommends mining officials in the area concerned to study 
it carefully. Mr. Felton appeals to owners, officials and 
workmen to consider a number of recommendations which 
he puts forward with a view to reducing the high rate of 
accidents due to underground haulage. 

Mr. Felton describes a system of technical training 
for boys which he observed during a visit to the Ruhr 
coalfield of Germany in 1928. He expresses the 
opinion that the training received under such a 
scheme repays the colliery companies concerned by 
producing a more alert and intelligent type of work- 
man and he recommends the adoption of similar 
schemes in this country. 

Other subjects dealt with include particulars of the 
rescue organisation in the Division, notes on the pro- 
eress made in ambulance and first aid work, the 
number of safety lamps in use, the quantity of various 
explosives used and the employment of horses under- 
ground. 





SAFETY IN MINES RESEARCH BOARD 
REPORT. 


The Seventh Annual Report of the Safety in Mines 
Research Board, which has just been published by 
H.M. Stationery Office (price 1s. net), gives an account 
of the progress during last year of the researches which 
are being carried out directly under the Board, or by 
other bodies in collaboration with them, and also the 
researches carried on at other centres with the aid of 
financial assistance from the Board. 

The subjects of research, which are treated rather 
more fully than in previous annual reports, include 
problems relating to coal dust and firedamp explosions, 
the spontaneous combustion of coal, the safe use of 
electricity and explosives, safety lamps, falls of ground, 
wire ropes, mine rescue apparatus and mine tempera- 
tures. 

The Report also embodies an account of the progress 
of the health enquiries carried out under the super- 
vision of the Health Advisory Committee, notably those 
into the effects of dust inhalation. 





CAUSES OF FIREDAMP EXPLOSIONS. 


In a number of firedamp explosions there have been 
suggestions that frictional sparking or heating may 
have caused the ignition. In earlier research work, 
however, it proved exceedingly difficult, if not im- 
possible, to ignite firedamp by friction, and frictional 
sparking occurs so often in practice without ill results 
that it has not been generally regarded as a serious 
danger.

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Some modification of this view seems necessary, 
having regard to the results of recent work carried out 
by the Safety in Mines Research Board. In a paper 
by M. J. Burgess and R. V. Wheeler, published last 
year (S.M.R.B. Paper 46) it was shown that the heat 
generated by the impact of rock against rock might be 
sufficient, under certain limited conditions, to ignite 
firedamp. 

The experiments were continued with a view to de- 
termining whether the heat of impact of metal against 
rock can ignite firedamp. Experiments of this nature 
could not be carried out in a mine, but, after a number 
of laboratory tests, such as the abrasion of steel by a 
revolving carborundum wheel, full-scale tests were 
made with an ordinary chain coal-cutting machine 
working against a built-up mass of rock in explo- 
sive atmospheres. In these tests it was found that, 
with certain kinds of rock, firedamp could be readily 
ignited, though it is not certain whether the ignition 
was by the sparks emitted or by the heating of the 
rock surfaces caused by the impact of the coal-cutter 
picks. An account of this work has just been pub- 
lished in another paper by the same authors entitled 
‘“ The Ignition of Firedamp by the Heat of Impact of 
Metal against Rock.’’ (Safety in Mines Research 
Board Paper No. 54: H.M. Stationery Office, 
price 6d. net.)

NEW ROUMANIAN LAW ON CO-OPERATIVE 
SOCIETIES. 


The British Commercial Secretary at Bucharest has 
forwarded a copy (in French) of the new Roumanian 
Law regarding the formation, administration, etc., of 
co-operative societies and federations, co-operative 
unions, and the Central Co-operative Bank. In con- 
nection with the last-named the Commercial Secretary 
has also furnished a French translation of the Statutes 
of the Bank, sanctioned by Royal Decree on 4th April. 


According to these Statutes the Bank is to have an 
authorised capital of 1,000 million lei, of which the 
Roumanian Government has subscribed 500 million 
lei. The remainder is to be raised from among co- 
operative societies and their federations.

The aggregate visible excess of imports 
over exports of merchandise, bullion, and specie was 
£20,217,000 in August, 1929, £3,176,000 in July, 
1929, and £28,241,000 in August, 1928; in the first 
eight months of 1929 the visible excess of imports was 
£209,481,000, or £28,016,000 less than in the corre- 
sponding period of 1928. 





CANADA. 


IMPORT TRADE IN 1928-29. 


The total external trade of Canada during the fiscal 
year ended 31st March last amounted to 2,654,452,000 
dollars, as compared with 2,359,412,000 dols. in 
1927-28, and 2,298,466,000 dols. in 1926-27, the in- 
crease in 1928-29 being 12°5 and 15-1 per cent. respec- 
tively. Imports totalled 1,265,679,000 dols., as against 
1,108,956,000 dols. in the previous year, an increase 
of 14:1 per cent., and 1,030,893,000 dols. in 1926-27, an 
advance of 22-7 per cent. Total exports were vaiued at 
1,388,773,000 dols., as compared with 1,250,456,000 
dols. in 1927-28, an increase of 11:1 per cent., and 
1,267,573,000 dols. in 1926-27, an increase of 9-6 per 
cent. Domestic exports accounted for 1,363,587,000 
dols., against 1,228,208,000 dols. in the previous year, 
and 1,252,158,000 dols. in 1926-27, the respective in- 
creases shown for the past fiscal year being 11 and 9 
per cent. 


IMPORTS FROM PRINCIPAL COUNTRIES. 

Imports into Canada in 1928-29, as compared with 
those in 1927-28, show increases from 16 of the 35 
leading countries. Of the total increase in imports 
during the past fiscal year, amounting to 156,722,000 
dols., the British Empire accounted for only 8,311,000 
dols., and foreign countries for 148,411,000 dols. The 
principal countries to show increases were: United 
States 148,620,000 dols.; the United Kingdom 
8,125,000 dols.; New Zealand 4,509,000 dols.; Germany 
3,742,000 dols.; Belgium 2,116,000 dols. ; Fiji 1,880,000 
dols.; Trinidad and Tobago 1,277,000 dols.; and British 
India 1,127,000 dols. The following show decreases :— 
Argentina 2,422,000 dols.; Australia 1,817,000 dois. ; 
San Domingo 1,317,000 dols.; British Guiana 
1,199,000 dols. ; and Barbados 1,017,000 dols. 

The statistics in the table in the Report showing 
Canada’s Imports from Thirty-five Leading 
Countries ©’ indicate that the United States and the 
United Kingdom supplied Canada with 83-9 per cent. of 
her total imports. The United States has supplied 
Canada with the largest amount of her imports since 
1882, the United Kingdom being second by a wide 
margin. With reference to supplies from other 
countries, France has occupied third place for the past 
four years, though Germany is fast overhauling her, 
having more than doubled her exports to Canada since 
1925-26. Germany occupied fourth position, as in 
1926-27 and 1927-28, while Japan, as in 1926-27 and 
1927-28, is in fifth position. The Dominion of New 
Zealand has made great progress in her exports to 
Canada, having moved up to sixth position from 
eleventh position last year and eighteenth two years 
ago. In 1925-26 imports from New Zealand were 
2,725,000 dols., while in 1928-29 they were 12,771,000 
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dols., or an increase in three years of 10,046,000 dols. 
Belgium was in seventh position last year, having 
moved down from sixth position, while British India, 
the Netherlands and Switzerland occupied eighth, ninth 
and tenth positions, respectively, last year as in the 
previous year. Argentina has moved irom seventh 
down to eleventh position. Colombia occupies twelfth 
position, as in 1927-28, while Fiji has moved from nine- 





teenth up to thirteenth position.

Prices in August were lower than in July by 1:2 per 
cent., and at practically the same level as in June. 
The index numbers for the three months were August 
81-7, July 82-7, and June 81°6 (1924=100). Compared 
with July, food became cheaper by 2°9 per cent. and 
industrial materials dropped 0-4 per cent. In the food 
groups, the averages for cereals and for meat and fish 
rose by 16 and 0-2 per cent. respectively, while snis- 
cellaneous foods showed a decline of 9-4 per cent., due 
mainly to seasonal declines in the prices of potatoes 
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and apples and to lower quotations for oranges. 
Among industrial materials the averages for iron and 
steel and for other metals and minerals showed little 
change compared with July; the cotton group showed 
an increase of 1:0 per cent., while other textiles and 
miscellaneous materials cheapened by 0°7 and 1-5 per 
cent. respectively.

The increases recorded in July in the prices of most 
of the cereals were continued until towards the end of 
August, and, although there was then a decided fal! in 
the quotations, higher averages were shown for August 
than for July. The ‘‘ Gazette Average ’’ for British 
wheat rose from 12s. per cwt. at the end of July 
(which was the highest price recorded since August, 
1927) to 12s. 3d. per cwt. on 10th August, but had 
fallen to 10s. 3d. at the end of the month. The quota- 
tion for No. 2 Northern Manitoba wheat, which had 
risen to 64s. per 496 lbs. ex-ship during July and rose 
further in the first few days of August to 65s. &d., 
fell to 58s. 6d. at the end of the month. There was 
a slight fall in the spot price at Liverpool of 
Rosafé wheat, viz., from 10s. 64d. per 100 lbs. at the 
end of July to 9s. 114d. at the end of August. Despite 
a fall in prices during August, the three descriptions of 
flour included in the index, were, on the average, 
about 6 per cent. dearer in August than in July; 
during August prices for straight run flour in London 
fell by 2s. 9d. per sack of 280 lbs., Norwich household 
flour by 3s., and Glasgow imported by 2s. 9d. per sack. 
The “‘ Gazette Average ’’ for British barley showed a 
rise, during August, of 2d. to 10s. 1d. per ewt., while 
3ritish feeding and Californian malting barleys both 
became cheaper during the month. Prices for Plate 
oats per 820 lbs., London, fell from 25s. 6d. at the end 
of July to 23s. 9d. at the end of August, and for La 
Plata maize, per 100 lbs. spot Liverpool, from 9s. to 
7s. lld. The quotations for fresh meat, both hozne- 
grown and imported, fluctuated but slightly, English 
and Scotch beef and mutton, New Zealand lamb, and 
Argentine frozen beef, being a little cheaper on the 
average, while Argentine chilled beef and British pork 
were dearer. Irish and American bacon were some- 
what cheaper, while the quotations for Wiltshire and 
Danish bacon and for Irish and Danish eggs showed 
slightly higher averages than in July. Among miscel- 
laneous foods, there was, as is usual at this season of 
the year, a marked and continuous decline during 
August in the prices of potatoes and of British eating 
apples, and quotations for oranges were substantially 
lower; tea became dearer, the auction prices for Indian 
tea on the London market averaging 14-10d. per |b. at 
the end of Augusi, as compared with 13-43d. per Ib. at 
the end of July; slightly higher average prices were 
recorded for New Zealand butter and for English 
cheddar cheese, but New Zealand cheese was cheaper. 


The quotations for the five descriptions of pig iron 
included in the index remained unchanged during the 
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month of August, and the averages varied but slightly 
from those for July. Wrought iron and the different 
descriptions of steel were practically unchanged, with 
the exception of steel boiler plates, which declined in 
price by 17s. 6d. to £9 12s. 6d. per ton during the 
month. Of the ten descriptions of coal included, tnere 
was little variation in the averages; Yorkshire hards 
were cheaper by 6d. per ton, while Leeds best house 
coal and Durham furnace coke advanced 6d. per ton, 
and Notts best small nuts were 1s. per ton dearer than 
at the end of July. English lead advanced 15s. to 
£24 15s. per ton during August, but subsequently 
cheapened to £24 10s. at the end of the month. The 
price of Straits tin, although showing a higher average 
in August than for the previous month, fell from 
£216 5s. per ton at the end of July to £212 7s. 6d. at 
the end of August. 

Raw cotton, American middling, was slightly 
cheaper during August, and showed a fall in price trem 
10-60d. to 10-50d. per lb., while Egyptian Sakellaridis, 
fully good fair, after reduced quotations during the 
month, increased in price at the end of August to 
17-30d. per lb., as compared with 17:10d. per lb. at 
the end of July. Slight advances in price were 
recorded for each of the four descriptions of American 
cotton yarn included, but the quotations for Egyptian 
cotton yarn remained practically stationary. Cotton 
cloths all showed slightly higher averages. There were 
no changes in the quotations for raw wool, Southdown 
tegs or ewes 56’s and 58’s, but merino tops in oil, and 
crossbred colonial carded tops in oil, continued to 
decline in price, the falls in August being 13d. and 3d. 
per lb. respectively. Merino tops in oil were quoted 
at 364d, per lb. at the end of August, which is the 
lowest quotation recorded since April, 1921. linen 
yarns cambric warp 60’s and line wefts 80’s were 
slightly cheaper, while Japanese raw silk averaged 1s. 
per lb. dearer in August as compared with July. Silk 
cioth, Japanese habutae, advanced in price by 3s. 6d. 
rer 50 yards. Slight increases were recordéd in the 
prices of raw jute and of New Zealand raw hemp, 
while the quotations for Manilla raw hemp, although 
showing a higher average in August than in July, fell 
from £38 15s. at the end of July to £37 10s. per ton 
at the end of August. Among miscellaneous industrial 
raaterials, linseed oil advanced in price from £40 to 
£41 10s. per ton. Ox and heifer hides showed a 
slightly lower average for the month, while the price 
of calfskins advanced 3d. per lb. The quotations for 
rubber, ribbed smoked sheet, fell back during the 
month and the August average was 0:°57d. per lb. 
lower than the average for July.

A comparison of the 150 price averages for August 
with those for July shows 56 increases and 52 de- 
creases, the 58 articles of food accounting for 22 of the 
former and 24 of the latter. Of the increases in the 
averages of food, 7 exceeded 5 per cent., including 1 
of over 10 per cent., while of the decreases 18 were 
of less than 5 per cent., 2 were between 5 and 10 per 
cent., and 4 between 35 and 45 per cent. In the 
cereals group 10 out of the 17 descriptions included 
showed increases, 6 being under 5 per cent. and 4 
between 5 and 10 per cent. ‘The averages for indus- 
trial materials show 34 increases and 28 decreases, 33 
of the former being of less than 5 per cent., while of 
the latter 24 were of less than 5 per cent., 3 between 5 
and 10 per cent., and 1 between 20 and 25 per cent.

bags; hearts, 215 bags; kidneys, 152 bags; rabbits, 
9,797 crates; hares, 100 crates; tallow, 186 casks, 44 
pipes; butter, 1,576 boxes; wool, grease, 948 baies, 
scoured, 1,847 bales; sheepskins, number, 8,939; 
wheat, 94,652 centals; flour, 26,993 centals; wine, 
82,260 gallons; oranges, 382 cases; peaches, canned, 
2,413 cases, dried, 7,336 cases; apricots, canned, 1,815 
cases; pears, canned, 427 cases, dried, 11,033 cases;

SOUTH AFRICAN PRODUCE SHIPMENTS. 


According to cabled advice received by the High 
Commissioner for the Union of South Africa in London 
from the Department of Agriculture, Pretoria, the 
following quantities of South African produce were 
shipped to various United Kingdom ports during the 
week ended 24th August :—Wool, scoured, 306 bales, 
grease, 198 bales; mohair, 136 bales; hides, dry, 568 
bales; sheepskins, 265 bales; goatskins, 59 bales; 
wattlebark, 28 tons; sugar, 1,188 tons; maize, 23,608 
bags; maizemeal, 14,311 bags; chop, 2,752 bags; and 
lucerne meal, 1,000 bags. 

In addition, the following boxes of fresh fruit were 
dispatched on 30th and 31st August:—Oranges, 
69,315; grape fruit, 3,310; lemons, 434; naartjes, 909; 
and pines, 449.

INDIAN WEATHER AND CROPS. 


The Indian Commercial Intelligence Depariment, 
Calcutta, reports as follows to the Indian Trade Com- 
missioner in London on the season and crops for the 
weeks ended on the dates stated :— 


RAINFALL AND MONSOON. 


Calcutta, 9th September.—During the week ended 
8th September rainfall was general in Lower Burma 
ou seven days; in Konkan on five; in North Hyderabad 
on four; in the Central Provinces and West Central 
India on three; and in Malabar, Assam, East 
Rajputana, the East and West Central Provinces, 
Berar, Chota Nagpur, Bengal and East Central India 
on one day. Elsewhere there were local or few falls 
of rain. 

The monsoon was active in Burma, Assam, Bihar, 
the Central Provinces, Western India, and on the 
North Madras Coast. 


CROPS. 


Madras, 3lst August.—During the past week rain- 
fall has been heavy in South Kanara and moderate in 
parts of the Circars. The condition of standing crops 
is fair to good. 


Bihar and Orissa, 2nd September.—Rainfall has 
been general, being heavy in Balasore and parts of 
Champaran, Bhagalpur, Cuttack and Angul, and ight 
to moderate elsewhere. The condition of standing 
crops is good in most districts. More rain is needed 
for the transplantation of winter paddy in parts of 
Bhagalpur and Purnea. The floods are subsiding in 


Cuttack, where crops have been damaged. In the. 


Feudatory States of Orissa and Chota Nagpur the 
weather has been seasonable; sugar cane is thriving. 


United Provinces, 24th August.—Rain has been 
very unevenly distributed. Crops have been slightly 
damaged by locusts in parts of Bijnor, Muttra, Ettah 
and Mainpuri and by insects in parts of Benares. The 
condition of standing crops is good, and prospects are 
favourable. 


Central Provinces, 2nd September.—The sky has 
been cloudy, and light to heavy rain has fallen. More 
rain is needed in Chanda and Berar, but anxiety owing 
to the long break in the rains has been dispelled. <A 
break is needed at Chattisgarh and Jubbulpore. The 
condition of standing crops is good except for slight 
damage locally. Weeding has been hampered, and the 
preparation of land for rabi sowings retarded by heavy 
rains. Rainfall has been good in the Feudatory 
States; standing crops are doing well. 


Bengal, 4th September.—There has been light rain. 
The condition and prospects of standing crops are fair. 


Punjab, 2nd September.—The rainfall has been 
sufficient. Light to heavy rain has fallen except in 
parts of the south-eastern and sub-montane tracts. 
The condition and prospects of standing crops are 
average to good. There have been heavy floods of the 
Jhelum, Chenab and Indus, and a serious loss of 
standing crops, grain, cattle and property has 
been incurred in parts of Guzerat, Shahpur, Mianwali, 
Jhelum, Muzaffargarh and Dera Ghazi Khan. Crops 
have been damaged by floods in parts of Hoshiarpur, 
Sialkot, Gujranwala, Lyallpur, Jhang and Multan, by 
heavy rains and floods in parts of Attock, and by 
locusts in parts of the South, Eastern, Central and 
Western Punjab.

Assam, 9th September.—The drought has con- 
tinued. Crops are reported to have been damaged by 
insects in places. Outturn prospects for autumn rice, 
jute, sugar cane, cotton and potatoes are not good. 





IMPROVEMENT OF CANADIAN SHEEP. 


Experts in the service of the Canadian Government 
and others are now directing their attention to the 
lavelopment of the woollen industry, states the 
Canadian Official News Bureau in London. ‘To 
improve both Canadian mutton and wool, by estab- 
lishing the required type of sheep, four research pro- 
jects, involving the Department of Agriculture, the 
University of Saskatchewan, the University of Alberta 
and the new wool research laboratory at Ottawa, have 
been authorised. <A carefully planned experiment in 
grading and cross breeding will be carried on at the 
University of Saskatchewan, specially selected fine 
woolled range ewes, numbering probably 200, to be 
used as the foundation. Stud rams of several long- 
woolled breeds may be imported from England or else- 
where. At Lethbridge Experimental Station, tests of 
the Corriedale sheep, so well established in New 
Zealand, will be continued. Hardiness and adapt- 
ability to range conditions are to be determined. At 
the University of Alberta, Edmonton, general environ- 
mental conditions, including, where feasible, such 
factors as temperatures, humidity, rainfall, age of 
sheep and foods, will be under study, and data along 
similar lines will be sought from the sheep-growing 
areas of Saskatchewan and British Columbia as well. 
For the fourth project co-operative work is to be under- 
taken with one or more ranchmen, between 500 and 
1,000 ewes of uniform type being bred to Corriedale 
rams. The wool produced will be under study in the 
wool laboratory. For the purpose of the laboratory, 
Dr. G. 8. Whitby, Director of the Division of Indus- 
trial Chemistry, formerly Professor of McGill Univer- 
sity, is visiting British wooi laboratories.

FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY-APRIL. 


H.M. Trade Commissioner at Nairobi reports that 
during the four months under review imports amounted 
in value to £2,916,960, as compared with £2,606,334 in 
the period January-April, 1928. Great Britain supplied 
imports to the value of £1,057,966, or 36 per cent. of the 
total, as against £963,483, or 37 per cent., in the corre- 
sponding period of last year; the United States, £389,264, 
or 13 per cent. (£311,377, or 12 per cent.) ; India, £299,502, 
or 10 per cent. (£308,392, or 12 per cent.); Japan, 
£176,841, or 6 per cent. (£143,864, or 6 per cent.) ; Holland, 
£169,818, or 6 per cent. (£165,578, or 6 per cent.); and 
Germany, £144,782, or 5 per cent. (£120,032, or 5 per 
cent.). 

It should be noted that home consumption imports ex- 
clude Government goods and specie, also produce of Tan- 
ganyika Territory (valued in the first four months of the 
current year at £208,296, as compared with £172,855 in 
the same months of last year) intended for subsequent 
re-exportation. 


Export TRADE. 


Exports during the period under review were valued at 
£2,784,622, as against £2,908,934 in the period January- 
April, 1928. Of this amount Kenya exported £1,149,759 
and Uganda £1,634,863. Last year the figures were

CYPRUS. 


CROP REPORT FOR AUGUST. 
(From the Trade Commissioner for Cyprus in London.) 


Wheat threshing is nearing completion, and most of the 
grain is stored. On the whole the crop has proved satis- 
factory.. Prices have fluctuated. Adverse crop reports 
from certain wheat-producing countries have affected 
prices of imported flour. The demand from Turkey and 
Greece for seed wheat will tend to raise local prices. 
Barley threshing is practically completed. The crop has 
been very satisfactory throughout the island. Oats are a 
poor crop. Exports of potatoes to Greece continue. Plant- 
ing of winter crop is in progress, and it is anticipated that 
the area to winter potatoes will not be less than last vear. 
Cotton crop prospects are good for irrigated and early- 
sown unirrigated cotton. Late-sown cotton has been 
adversely affected by hot dry weather. Prospects of the 
coming season for oranges are not very favourable owing 
to ‘‘ June drop” continuing later than usual. Pome- 
granates are not expected to be prolific. Carob harvesting 
has been completed, and the crop is below last year’s. The 
tobacco crop is good. Almonds are reported to be a heavy 
crop, with quality above the average. Walnuts are ex- 
pected to be exceptionally good. Melons have suffered badly 
from aphis. For olives general prospects are fair. Grapes 
continue to have a good and healthy appearance in general, 
though excessive drought and hot winds have caused 
certain damage, but the late rains will improve quality. 
The crop is expected to be 25 to 30 per cent. less than that 
of last year. 





GOLD COAST COLONY. 


COCOA CROP PROSPECTS. 


The Gold Coast Government Commercial Intelligence 
Bureau in London reports the following information 
received from the Director of Agriculture for the Gold 
Coast, Accra :— 

In Ashanti latest reports indicate an early beginning, 
with September production heavier than usual. Yield will 
be less than was normal owing to the effect of heavy rains 
on the flowers setting during July. Many flowers failed 
to set, and small pods turned black. The season will end 
earlier than normal unless a fresh crop of flowers is pro- 
duced during August for cropping in February, which is 
unlikely. 

In the North and East of the Eastern Province the 
prospect is good, but in the North-West the crop is smaller. 

In the Central Province, the southern fringe promises an 
early crop, but smaller than usual. Jn the mid-district, 
centring round Oda, the prospects are good. North of 
Foso, up to Frashu, the crop is large; the area of cacao 
in this district is only a small percentage of the total, and 
so cannot affect greatly the total production for the Colony. 

In the Western Province, the weather has favoured 
flowering and setting, and a new crop of flowers was re- 
ported, beginning about mid-month. The crop prospect 
there is normal and well distributed throughout the season. 

The general prospect is for an earlier crop, coming in 
at the end of August and being in full swing in Septem- 
ber and October, with an early close, very little of the crop 
remaining in the farms after mid-January, except in the 
Western Province. The average yield per acre will be 
slightly below normal. 

The following cable has since been 
Accra :— 

Cocoa crop prospects, August :—Ripe three weeks earlier 
than normal; second half of August small farmers reaped 
first cocoa beans; others able to do so but wait harvesting; 
weather conditions unfavourable. No change in July 
report regarding yield. Old farms smaller, younger 
normal.

LAWS OF LANDLORD AND TENANT. 

The following is the text of Notes which have been ex- 
changed between H.M. Government in the United Kingdom 
and the French Government in regard to the Laws of 
Landlord and Tenant :—

British Embassy, Paris, 


M. le Président, 21st May, 1929. 


The negotiations which have been carried on by His 
Majesty’s Embassy with the Government of the French 
Republic on the subject of housing legislation have, as you 
know, led to agreement on the following conclusions. 


2. The Franco-British Convention of 28th February, 1882, 
is not restricted to matters of commerce and navigation, but 
applies also to residence. 

3. The most-favoured-nation clause, which is the basis of 
this Convention, gives British subjects the right to benefit 
by the grant of national treatment to foreigners in other 
treaties concluded by France; from this it follows that 
British subjects may claim in France, in the same way as 
French citizens themselves, the benefits of all provisions, 
whether they apply to landlords or to tenants, of the French 
Law of Ist April, 1926, concerning the respective rights of 
lessors and lessees of dwelling-houses, and of the Law of 
30th June, 1926, as amended by the Law of 22nd April, 
1927, concerning the respective rights of iessees and lessors 
of commercial or industrial premises, notwithstanding the 
provisions of article 11 of the Civil Code and any provisions 
in the above-mentioned laws limiting or excluding their 
operation in regard to foreigners. 

4. Similarly, the Franco-British Convention of 28th 
February, 1882, entitles French citizens in Great Britain to 
enjoy the same treatment as British subjects to the same 
extent as the nationals of any third Power enjoy such treat- 
ment; in particular, French citizens have the right in ane 
land and Wales to benefit by the provisions of the Britis 
‘¢Fandlord and Tenant Act, 1927,’’ which came into force 
on 25th March, 1928. 


5. I request that you will be good enough to confirm your 
agreement in the above statement, which shall for the future 
constitute an official interpretation by His Britannic 
Majesty’s Government in the United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland and by the Government of 
the French Republic of the effect of the Franco-British 
Convention of 28th February, 1882.

JUGO-SLAVIA—LATVIA. 


TREATY OF COMMERCE AND NAVIGATION. 

The Board of Trade learn that the Treaty of Commerce 
and Navigation between Jugo-Slavia and Latvia, which 
was concluded on 18th October, 1928, came into force pro- 
visionally on Ist November, 1928, pending ratification. It 
is to remain in force for a period of one year from the date 
of the exchange of ratifications and will thereafter be 
subject to three months’ notice of termination by either 
Party. 

The Treaty provides for full freedom of commerce and 
navigation. Nationals of the one Party are to be allowed 
freely to enter into, and to travel and reside in, the tcrri- 
tories of the other, and are to enjoy the same rights, privi- 
leges, favours and immunities as nationals of the most- 
favoured-nation. 

Legally constituted companies having their headquarters 
in the territories of the one Party are to be recognised as 
such in the territories of the other, and are to be entitled 
to freedom of access to the courts in those territories. 

Most-favoured-nation treatment is provided for as 
regards import and export duties, and both national and 
most-favoured-nation treatment as regards internal dues. 

Provision is made for most-favoured-nation treatment in 
matters of transit. Goods in transit are to be free from all 
Customs and all internal dues. 

Subject to the usual exceptions, no import or export 
prohibitions or restrictions are to be imposed by the one 
Party on the goods of the other. 

The ships of the Parties and their cargoes are to enjoy 
most-favoured-nation treatment. 

The provisions of the Treaty respecting the accord of 
most-favoured-nation treatment are not to apply in the 
case of privileges or favours— 

(1) accorded to adjoining States in respect of frontier 

traffic ; 

(2) accorded in virtue of a Customs union; 

(3) accorded by Latvia to Estonia, Finland, Lithuania 

and Soviet Russia.

Honduras on 7th August, 1929, amends Section 11 of the 
Regulations governing the application of the British Pre- 
ferential Tariff with regard to blended tea. The Section, 
as revised, reads as follows, viz. :— 


11. Tea exported from any part of the Empire shall 
be entitled to preference of that proportion of the

blend grown within the Empire upon production of 
certificates in terms of Appendices A and B,* together 
with a declaration of the exporter that the tea shipped

Empire tea therein specified; the country of origin to 
be specified in either case. 





BRITISH INDIA. 


ARTICLES DESTROYED BY POSTAL 
AUTHORITIES. 


The ‘‘ Indian Trade Journal ’’ of 15th August contains 
copy of a Notification (No. 42—Customs, dated 1Uth 
August, 1929) which has been issued by the Government 
of India in the Finance Department (Central Revenues), 
stating that articles intercepted and destroyed by the 
postal authorities, by reason of the prohibition of their 
transmission by inland post, are exempted from the import 
duty leviable thereon when the fact of their destruction 
las been certified by the postmaster at the place of import. 





GAMBIA. 


IMPORTATION OF EXHAUSTED TEA 
PROHIBITED. 

An Order-in-Council, dated 26th July, 1929, prohihits 
the importation of exhausted tea or tea mixed with other 
substances. 

‘* Exhausted tea ”’ is defined in the present Order as any 
tea which has been deprived of its proper quality, strength, 
or virtue by steeping, infusion, decoction or other means. 





GOLD COAST. 


PROHIBITION OF IMPORTATION OF FOREIGN 
COINS. 


An Order-in-Council of 15th August, issued under the 
Coins Ordinance, 1928, prohibits the importation of German 
coins of five pfennig denomination and of any date what- 
soever.

CHILE. 


DUTY ON CART GREASE INCREASED. 

H.M. Representative at Santiago has forwarded par- 
ticulars of a Decree (No. 2911), dated ilth July, and 
published in the “‘ Diario Oficial ’’ for 15th July, which 
increases the duty on cart grease containing up _ to 
50 per cent. of mineral oil imported into Chile from 
25 to 33 centavos per kilog. (gross weight). This Decree, 
which also fixes the maximum price at which Chilean pro- 
ducers of such oil may sell their product, was to come into 
operation on 9th September, 1929. 





FRANCE. 


CERTAIN MATERIAL FROM 
GERMANY. 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ for 29th August contains 
a Decree which provides for the total or partial exemption 
from duty of material imported into France from Germany, 
under certain conditions, by the Department of Savoy (for 
instituting services of electric omnibuses at Chambery, 
Challes-les-Eaux, Chiquin and Chambery, Brides, Villard 
du Planay). 

[ Norr.—The above facilities are granted under a French 
Law of 24th March, 1928, ‘‘ to facilitate the carrying out 
of large works of public importance by means of repara- 
tions in kind to be furnished by Germany under the 
Treaty of Peace.’’ ]

Thomas, the names of manufacturers without crown bands, 
or with a single crown band, provided they do not repre- 
sent a special quality, as well as all other marks of which 
notice is given by the importers and which are accepted 
beforehand by the Customs. 





HUNGARY. 


LUXURY AND TURNOVER TAX ON VARIOUS 
GOODS. 


H.M. Representative at Buda-Pest has forwarded trans- 
lation of Decrees recently issued by the Hungarian Ministry 
of Finance regarding the ‘luxury’ and “turnover ”’ 
taxes leviable on certain products imported into or manu- 
factured in Hungary. The Decrees contain lists of 
perfumes and cosmetic preparations, glass and earthenware 
articles and firearms and parts thereof which are subject 
to the ‘‘luxury’’ turnover tax of 13 per cent. The 
‘luxury ’’ turnover tax of 13 per cent. is no longer leviable 
on confectionery, imported confectionery being now subject 
to a *‘ turnover ”’ tax of 74 per cent.

ITALY. 


TAXATION OF WINE SPIRIT. 


_ By a Royal Decree Law, dated 26th July and published 
in the ‘‘ Gazzetta Ufficiale ’’ of 12th August, wine spirit 
(produced before the end of 1929) destined for use in the 
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preparation of cognac, placed in bond at a strength not 
exceeding 65 degrees, is entitled to a drawback of 40 per 
cent. of the tax after it has been in bond four years, to a 
further 8 per cent. for each of the four years ensuing, and 
to a further 7 per cent. for each of the next ensuing years 
up to the twelfth. By the same Decree Law, similar spirit, 
distilled before the 3lst December, 1929, for use in the 
manufacture of vinegar, is exempted from payment of the 
manufacturing tax ordinarily applicable. 


TEMPORARY DUTY-FREE IMPORTATION. 


The Italian ‘‘ Gazzetta Ufficiale’’ for 21st August 
contains a Decree Law (No. 2106/1442), dated 26th July, 
which adds the following to the list of goods which may 
be imported into Italy under the ‘“‘ temporary importa- 
tion ’’ regulations, viz. :— 

Steel, ordinary, hot-rolled, in unworked bars or rods; 
plates, hoops and wire of chrome, tungsten and nickel 
steel, hot-rolled, in unworked bars or rods; cast barrels 
of tungsten steel; cylindrical steel springs, weighing not 
more than 500 gms. each, and walnut and beech wvod, 
squared or sawn lengthwise—for use in the manufacture 
of guns. 

Medicinal plants and parts thereof—to he cleaned, ground 
or packed (concession valid until 3lst May, 1932). 

Steel plates, unworked, coated with lead or zinc—for 
manufacture into receptacles to be exported containing 
explosives, colours or chemicals. 

Alizarin in paste at 40 per cent. dry alizarin—for dyeing 
cotton yarns and tissues Turkey red (concession valid 
until 3lst July, 1931). 

Capsules of platinum—to be bored and threaded for the 
manufacture of artificial silk (concession valid until 31st 
July, 1932). 

Sulphate of magnesium—for the manufacture of artificial 
silk (concession valid until 30th April, 1930). 

Perchlorate of ammonia—for the manufacture of Promethée 
explosives (concession valid until 31st July, 1931.) 


The Decree Law further provides that the temporary 
importation concessions granted to the undermentioned 
goods shall, under the same conditions, be extended as 
follows :— 


Electric lamps for motor cars—concession to remain valid 
indefinitely. 

Ordinary and special steels, cold-rolled, in bars or rods, 
unworked and drawn, for the manufacture of guns and 
rifles—concession to remain valid indefinitely. 

Cords of cotton for the manufacture of twisted tissues for 
pneumatic cords—concession to be valid until 3lst Jaly, 
1930. 

Artificial silk yarns measuring 60,000 metres or more per 
4 kilog. for the manufacture of pure or mixed artificial 
silk tissues—concession to be valid until 28th February, 
1930. 

Artificial silk in ‘‘ lamette,’’ for the manufacture of ribbons 
of mixed artificial silk, trimmings for hats, and hats— 
concession to be valid until 17th July, 1930. 

Empty glass bottles, for export of beer—concession to be 
valid until 29th April, 1931.

EXPORT OF MAIZE. 


H.M. Consul-General at Lourenco Marques reports that 
a notice published in the ‘“‘ Boletin Oficial ’”’ on 16th July, 
intimates that, in view of the great diminution in the 
production of maize in the Territory during the present 
year, the export of maize can only be effected subject in 
each case to the prior sanction of His Excellency the 


Governor. 





PANAMA. 


PROTECTION OF THE BOOT AND SHOE 
INDUSTRY. 


With reference to the notice under the above heading, 
published in the issue of the ‘‘ Journal’’ for 9th May 
(page 593), H:M. Representative at Colon has now for- 
warded translation of a Decree (No. 89), dated 30th July

the duties to be applied to footwear imported into Panama 
as follows :— 


Boots and shoes, of foreign origin, containing leather in 
any form—13 balboas per pair. 


Ladies’ shoes of material other than leather, ladies’ shoes 
with leather soles, slippers and bedroom slippers for 
men or women, even when made of leather—l balboa 
per pair. 

Children’s shoes up to size 44, special shoes for sport, 
heelless shoes (alpargatas), and all other kinds of foot- 
wear not containing leather—15 per cent. ad valorem. 





POLAND. 


DRAWBACK OF CUSTOMS DUTY. 


In virtue of an Order, dated 29th June and effective as 
from 28th August, the Customs duty on imported dyestuffs 
and chemicals used for the manufacture of coloured jute 
carpets and carpeting, coloured cotton and coloured woollen 
wearing apparel and half woollen wearing apparel, which 
are subsequently exported abroad, will be refunded to the 
manufacturer at the following rates :— 


In the case of coloured jute carpets and carpeting— 
44 zlote per 100 kilogs. 


In the case of coloured cotton wearing apparel— 
51-50 zlote per 100 kilogs. 

In the case of coloured woollen wearing apparel— 
95 zlote per 100 kilogs. 


In the case of half woollen wearing apparel—69-30 zlote 
per 100 kilogs. 


IMPORT DUTIES ON CHILE SALTPETRE AND 
NITRATE OF AMMONIUM. 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Warsaw 
reports that by a Ministerial Order, dated 9th August and 
effective as from 26th August, a duty of 10 zlote per 
100 kilogs. has been imposed on Chilean saltpetre (with 
traces of iodine) (Tariff No. 103/1). The material may, 
however, be admitted duty-free if imported under permit 
from the Ministry of Finance. 


The Order also reduces from 48-10 to 27 zlote per 100 
kilogs. the import duty on nitrate of ammonium (Tariff 
No. 98/4). 





PORTUGAL. 


DUTY ON WHALE OIL AND AMBERGRIS. 


The ‘‘ Diario do Governo’”’ for 6th August contains a 
Decree, No. 17,185, which fixes the duty on whale oil and 
ambergris derived from whales at 5 centavos per kilo- 
gramme and 20 centavos per gramme respectively. 


EXPORT OF GOODS UNDER DRAWBACK. 


Under Decree No. 15,722 of 11th July, 1928, the period 
during which goods must be re-exported in order to qualify 
for drawback is fixed at 12 months. The ‘‘ Diario do 
Governo ”’ for 21st August contains a Decree, No. 17,251, 
providing that until 3lst December next this period may 
be extended for a further period of six months in the case 
of oils and olive oils destined for use in preserved foods if 
it can be shown that the export of the preserved foods 
could not be effected within 12 months of the import of 
the oil. 





ROUMANIA. 


IMPORT DUTY ON REVOLVERS. 


H.M. Representative at Bucharest has forwarded transla- 
tion of a Customs Circular of 16th August, in virtue of 
which the import duty on revolvers and pistols (Tariff 
No. 1213) is reduced from 120 lei to 60 lei per kilog.

DUTY-FREE IMPORTATION OF RICE. 


H.M. Representative at San Salvador reports the issue 
of a Decree providing that, for a period of six months as 
from 21st June, rice may be imported into Salvador free 
of Customs duty. This exemption is applicable also to 
Consular dues, Customs charges and quay dues at La 
Libertad and at La Union (if landed by the Government 
quay at the latter port). 


SWITZERLAND. 


CUSTOMS CLASSIFICATIONS 
WITH FRANCE). 


The ‘ Feuille Officielle Suisse du Commerce ”’ announces 
that a revised Commercial Convention between Switzerland 
and France, which was signed on 8th July last (in replace- 
ment of previous agreements between the two countries), is 
to be enforced provisionally in Switzerland on 15th 
September, pending its ratification. In the main, this 
Convention embodies the same provisions as the previous 
agreements, but it also consolidates the existing Swiss 
Customs duties on a few articles, and lays down the 
following provisions respecting the classification of goods 
under the Swiss Customs Tariff, viz. :— 


Tourist propaganda publications in favour of French 
towns and districts, in the form of guides, brochures, folders, 
etc., even if illustrated, are dutiable at 5 francs per 100 
kilogs. under Tariff No. 321, as printed books. 

Special slow-setting cement known as ‘‘ Supercilos’’ is 
dutiable at 1-40 frs. per 100 kilogs. under Tariff No. 619 
(Portland cement). 

Rat poisons. Products of phosphorus paste for destroying 
rats and mice and poisoned grain known as ‘‘ tue-souris’”’ are 
dutiable at 20 frs. per 100 kilogs. under Tariff No. 968. 

The Protocol of Signature prescribes that transmission 
belts of natural silk, or of natural silk with warp of 
gut, are to be classed under Tariff No. 903 (transmission 
belts—duty 80 frs. per 100 kilogs.). If imported on a wooden 
holder, the holder is to pay a duty of 25 frs. per 100 
kilogs., or may be cleared under bond if to be returned to 
the sender. The Protocol also contains other provisions 
regarding the application of the Swiss tare regulations, as 
applied to olive oil in iron casks (casks to be dutiable 
separately) and tinfoil (the paper sheets between the leaves 
of foil being regarded as packing, and not subject to duty 
separately).

IMPORT OF TEA. 


The ‘‘ Journal Officiel Tunisien ’’ of 3lst July contains 
a Decree, dated 3rd July, which provides that tea may only 
be imported into Tunis through Bizerta, Tunis, Sousse, 
Sfax, Gabes or Ghardimaou. Parcels of tea carried in the 
coasting trade are to be sealed by the Customs on 
departure. 

If the weight of tea presented for Customs examination 
exceeds by more than 2 per cent. the declared weight, the 
excess weight is subject to duty at four times the normal 
rate, and the whole consignment may be retained as & 
surety for the payment of this fine.
